FURTHER THAT a report be submitted by the City Engineer on 
the installation of lefthand assist lights at Robson and 
Denman and Davie and Denman.

THAT Project #2, Schedule #449, Nootka Street and Earles 
Street west side, east side from 25th Avenue to Duke Street to 
the lane north of King sway, be approved at a pavement width of 
32' subject to the approval by the affected owners.

The Council noted a City Manager's Report dated June 8, 1978, 
in which the City Engineer recommended as follows: 

"(a) The Initiative projects in Schedule #449, except 
the defeated Items 5, 7 and 12 be undertaken. 

(b) The Petition projects in Schedule #450 be undertaken." 



Bellamy, 
SECONDED by Aid. Rankin, 

THAT the foregoing recommendation of the City Engineer 
be approved; 

FURTHER THAT the defeated project, Nicola Street from 
Beach Avenue to Pendrell Street, not be undertaken.

THAT WHEREAS a proposed project for pavement and Portland 
cement concrete curbs on Nelson Street from Bidwell Street to 
Jervxs Street was recommended by the City Manager on April 7, 
1978, and approved by Council on April 20, 1978; 

AND WHEREAS the said project was advanced as a local 
improvement on the initiative principle to a Court of Revision 
on June 22, 19 78, and was defeated; 

AND WHEREAS it is hereby declared that it is necessary 
in the public interest to construct pavement and concrete curbs 
on Nelson Street from Bidwell Street to Jervis Street, as 
hereinafter set forth; 

AND WHEREAS the Council deems that the said project 
will specially benefit the real property fronting and abutting 
on the said portion of Nelson Street; 
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AND WHEREAS the Council may by authority contained 
in subsection (3) of Section 506 of the Vancouver Charter by 
resolution passed by two- thirds of all its members, undertake 
and carry out the paving and the construction of concrete 
curbs, aforesaid; 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that a pavement with 
a Portland cement concrete or asphaltic concrete base and 
asphaltic concrete wearing surface, together with the 
necessary Portland cement concrete curbs and all other 
necessary and incidental work in connection therewith, be 
constructed on the said portion of Nelson Street; 

AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the cost of the 
construction of the said pavement, curbs and all other 
necessary and incidental work in connection therewith be 
assessed against the real property fronting and abutting 
thereon as a local improvement upon the basis provided in 
By-law No. 3614, being the Local Improvement Procedure By-law, 
subject, however, to the limitations prescribed in the 
Vancouver Charter, aforesaid; 

AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the proportion of 
the cost of the construction of the said pavement, curbs and 
all other necessary and incidental work in connection there- 
with to be borne by the City pursuant to the Local Improvement 
Procedure By-law and the Vancouver Charter, aforesaid, be paid 
out of the general revenue of the City or out of the capital 
funds raised by the issue of debentures upon the general 
credit of the City at large.
